FlVB departments, Lingerie, 
Staples, Women’s Sportswear, 
Draperies and Floor Coverings, are 
testing a new type of sales check. 
The white check reproduced here, is 
in quadruple. The original serves as 
the customer’s bill and address label, 
the first carbon is for the Service Bu¬ 
reau; the second, the D.A. or Cash 
dupe, and the third as a Customer’s 
Receipt for Delivered D.A. and Cash 
sales. It is anticipated that the test 
will show that this type of check has 
advantages over the present paid 
white check. 


• The number of entries is reduced from 17 on a sent cash sale 
and 18 on a sent account sale, to 12 entries for both types of 
sale. This speeds up customer service. 

• The customer is supplied with a complete copy of the transac¬ 
tion instead of the limited information on the present small 
coupon slip. 

• The Service Bureau is also supplied with a complete copy of the 
transaction. This eliminates the necessity of referring to the 
Sales Audit or D.A. on complaints and also gives the customer 
prompt service on all enquiries. 

• The account number does not appear on original address portion 
pasted to parcel. 

• Follow-up of missing checks is simplified with complete copy of 
sales check available in Service Bureau for Delivered Parcels 
and in Sales Audit for Taken Parcels. 
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
